BELFAST COMMITTEE’S 
PROTEST.

The Finance Committee of the Belfast 
Corporation this afternoon considered the 
decision of the Northern Government to 


levy a 6d. in the £ rate upon local 
authorities to meet the cost of educational 


services, and also the 11d. in the £ rate 


under the new Unemployment Bill. 
A resolution was adopted recording a 


unanimous protest against the action of 


the Government of Northern Ireland in 


levying an additional rate of 6d. in the: 


£ on the ratepayers of Belfast nominally 
for the purposes of education, and adding 
that the ratepayers of Belfast regard the 
action of the Government in getting out 
of its ‘financial difficulty and balancing 
the Budget by foisting an increase of rates 
of 6d. in the £ this year and Is. next 
year upon them as a cynical disregard for 
their interests. The Finance Committee, 
with the approval of the ratepayer, also 
was demanding the same financial 


arrangements under the Unempleyment 


Bill as those existing in Great Britain, 
where local authorities would contribute 
60 per cent. of the cost of the new un- 
employment scheme and the Government 
40 per cent. Under the Northern Ireland 
Bill the contribution from local authorities 
is fixed on a poundage basis, and in Bel- 
fast would be equivalent to 11d. in the 
£ on the rates. 

In an interview to-day Alderman Duff, 
Chairman of Belfast Corporation Finance 
Committee, said that the situation of the 
Belfast ratepayer was one by no means 
to be envied. On the other hand, the 
Finance Committee of Belfast was quite 
prepared to shoulder its responsibilities 
without further comment if the principle 
embodied in the British bill—the 60-40 
basis—was adhered to in the local bill, 
ns Was promised to representatives of the 
Finance Committee. 


WINDJAMMERS’ RACE.

NEW MODERATOR 


INSTALLED.

HE annual meetings of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in Ireland opened in the Assembly Hall, 

Belfast, this evening, and there was a large 
attendance, The ing Moderator, the 
Right Rev. William , mA. D.D., 
preached an eloquent sermon from the text, 
“Except a man be born again he cannot 
see the Ki of God ” {John iti., 3). 


DH. CORKEY’S ADDRESS. 

The Court having been ecanstituted, the 
Rev. Dr. Corkey, addressing the Assembly, 
said he was proud to be able to report that 
the Presbyterian Church was more than hold- 
ing its own. Last year there was an increase 
of 665 families; this year there is a further 
increase of 205 families. They were not only 
a growing Church, but a living Church; for 
while they added last year 1,430 to their 
Communicants, they added a further 940 
Communicants this year, 

There were, he said, two outstanding events 
which took place during the year, and which 

ht vividly to the minds of our people 

the significance of the great heritage they 

ssess in being members of the Presbyterian 
hurch. 

One was the Cicumenical Conference of the 
General Presbyterian Alliance of the World, 
which met in Belfast in July last. The 
Churches represented at that conference, he 
said, reminded us that we belong to a great 
Presbyterian commanity, which embraces in 
its fellowship some forty million people. All 
these Churches hold, in common with us, the 
great doctrines of the Reformed faith. It 
was inspiring to meet in conference members 
of the Presbyterian Church not only from 
America and the Colonies, but also from 
France and Switzerland, and Hungary «nd 
Czechoslovakia. 

The other notable event in the life of our 
Church during the y..v was the presentation 
in this hall of the Pageant of Presbyterianism, 
in which a number of the more outstanding 
events in the history of the Presbyterian 

hurch were skilfully and beautifully por- 
trayed by the various branches of our youth 
organisations. 


TEACHING OF IRISH. 

_ Referring to a visit to the congregations 
in Donegal, Dr. Corkey said:—‘‘ Some of 
these congregations had never been visited 
by a Moderator, and many had not been 
visited for a long number of years. We have 
a great body of loyal people in Donegal, and 
especially im the famous Laggan Valley. 
Most of them belong to the farming com- 
mumity, and they are passing through most 
difficult times. Their market towns, where 
they sold their produce and purchased their 

, were Londonderry and Strabane. 
They are now completely cut off from these 
towns by the boundary and the high tariffs, 
and these people, among the most loyal in 
the British Empire, have no market in which 
to sell their cattle or produce, and, in 
common with the farmers of ail classes in 
Donegal, they can see nothing in the future 
but black ruin. 

In addition to this, their children are being 
compelied to learn Irish, and the Government 
has declared its intention to make Irish the 
sole language of infant schools from ten 
o'clock until half-past two o'clock each day, 
all the instruction in all subjects being given 
to the children in the Irish Janguage. Our 
people are manifesting in their grievous 
plight the same patient faith and brave 
spirit that brought our fathers through 
similar difficulties in former times. 

It was a great privilege to be present and 
to take part at Cork in the meetings con- 
nected with the Synod of Dublin. The 
Presbyterian people in Cork offered hos- 
— to all ministers and elders coming 
rom a distance. 


CO-OPERATION OF CHURCHES. 

One thimg that struck me during my visit 
to the congregations in the South and West 
was the splendid spirit of harmony and co- 
operation that exists amongst the various 
branches of the Protestant Church. In many 
centres I was assisted in the service not only 
by the minister of the congregation, but also 
by the local rector and Methodist minister. 

It is not surprising that one finds a strong 
desire on the part of many of our ministers 
in the South for closer fellowship with the 
other Protestant Churches, and, though | can- 
not give the Assembly any first-hand miorma- 
tion of the negotiations between the Church 
of Ireland and the Presbyterian Church, as I 
was not a member of the committee which 
considered that question, yet 1 am satisfied 
that we who live in the North, where we 
boast that union is strength, will welcome 
any movement towards closer fellowship and 
co-operation between these two strongly 
evangelical Churches. (Applause.) 


THE NEW MODERATOR. 

The Rev. Dr. W. A. Watson, Clerk of the 
Assembly, intimated that the majority of the 
Presbyteries had nominated the Rev. 
Thomas M. Johnstone, B.A., D.D. of 
Newington Presbyterian Church, Belfast, the 
Convener of the Temperance Committee, as 
Moderator for the ensuing year. 

Dr. Jonnstone was unanimous elected, 
and, the Assembly, and thanking 
the members for his election, said that he 
could not hide from himself the fact that 
they had public rather than private reasons 
for their call. In a word, that they were 
seeking thereby to make it known that 
wherever the people may be i A ”

Bigotry.

Its letting is in the 
hands ot the Estates Committee of the 
Belfast Corporation, whose duty merely is 
to see that all applicants for the hall are 
treated impartially. In the ordinary

Catholic Truth Conference in Belfast to 
hire the Ulster Hall from June 19th until 
June 28th for the purposes of a missionary 
exhibition.

In a speech at Aughnacloy last week 
Cardinal MacRory made a strong attack 
on what he described as the “ blind 
ignorance ' of the persons who were re- 
sponsible for the proceedings in the Ulster 
Hall. <A correspondence followed between 
the Cardinal and Sir Joseph Davison, 
Grand Master of the Belfast Orangemen, 
in the course of which the latter “' stated 
emphatically that the meeting was not 
called by the Orange Order.’’ Cardinal 
MacRory sent a courteous reply, which 
did much to relieve the growing tension 
in Belfast. Sir Joseph Davison referred 
to it as “ a nice gesture,’’ and the Catholic 
Truth Conference followed it up by a 
letter to the Estates Committee of the 
Belfast Corporation, waiving its claim to 
the Ulster Hall for the period between 
June 18th and June 24th, inclusive, in 
order that the “ Armagh True Blues ”’ 
may be able to hold their Sunday, cere- 
mony without embarrassment. The 
Catholic Truth Conference’s missionary 
exhibition will be housed during that 
period in smaller halls in various parts 
of the city,, but after June 24th it will 
be concentrated in the Ulster Hall. In 
the meanwhile, Protestant opinion in 
Northern Ireland has been condemning, in 
uncompromising terms, the bigotry of the 
Ulster Hall meeting. The Belfast Pres- 
bytery promptly dissociated itself from the 
proceedings, exhorting its people ‘‘to live 
in amity and good-will with their neigh- 
bours of other religious persuasions, and 
to refrain from all action which might 
lead to outbreaks of partisan feeling ”; 
while, preaching in Belfast Cathedral on 
Sunday, the Dean denounced the actiyities 
of those ‘‘ misguided Protestants,’’ who, 
he said, were besmirching the good name 
of Protestantism. 

We hope sincerely that nothing more 
will be heard of this sorry business. There 
is a Roman Catholic minority in Northern 
Treland of almost thirty per cent., and the 
Catholic Truth Conference has every right 
to hold its exhibitions in the Ulster Hall. 
Men of good-will of all creeds will wel- 
come the Dean of Belfast’s wholehearted 
attack on bigoted sectarianism—an evil 
which already has brought so much 
distress to our unhappy country. The 
Dean drew attention to the fact that two 
years ago the Irish Church Congress was 
held in the Dublin Mansion House, and 
that, although the Protestants of the 
Free State area are in a very small 
minority, no voice was raised in protest 
against it. In the twentieth century 
there should be no need to regard re- 
ligious tolerance as a virtue. Tolerance is 
something of which no civilised people 
ought to boast; it ought to be taken 
for granted. Bigotry is the product of 
ignorance, and, wherever it is found, it 
brings misery in its train. Surely, we 
have enough to harass us in Ireland with- 
out the introduction of religious animosi- 
ties. If this country. ever is to have 
peace, if it ever is to prosper either as a 
united nation, or even as two separate 
States, it is essential that the people of 
all creeds shall live side by side in 
friendly understanding. Ireland, after 
all, is a Christian land. Her sons and 
daughters may worship at different altars, 
but they all serve the same God, and seek 
to follow the example of a common

Wet Wickets. 


Visitors to England, of every clime, 
creed and colour, have gazed with wild 
surmise upon the Englishman’s almost 
fanatical devotion to his national pastime, 
cricket. We in Ireland justly can claim 
to be a sport-loving nation, but we can 
show no parallel to this cross-Channel 
frenzy. Within the past week or two 
English newspapers of the utmost re- 
spectability have devoted the leading 
columns of their main pages to the per- 
formances of the Australian Test team, and 
the number of leading articles devoted to 
the subject, if joined end to end, probably 
would stretch three times round London. 
The limit was reached, however, a few 
days ago, when the House of Commons 
spent some ten minutes of its portentous 
time in a discussion on the liquorish pro- 
clivities of famous cricketers. It started in 
the course of a debate on the Licensing 
Bill with a remark by Mr. Isaac Foot, 
which he backed with a quotation from 
Don Bradman, to the effect that intoxicat- 
ing liquor is fatal to good cricket. A 
Conservative member, Mr. _ Raikes, 
countered with the plea that Dr. W. G.. 
Grace, the greatest cricketer of all time, 
never refused a little alcoholic refresh- 
ment. 
that Jack Hobbs agreed with Bradman ; 
but Mr. Raikes harked back to the time 
when cricket was still a game, rather than 
a profession of faith, and pointed out that 
the giants of those days not only consumed 
ale in inordinate quantities, but contrived 
therewith to score centuries on extremely 
rough wickets. He suggested, in fact, that if 
the English cricketers of to-day would drink 
more beer they might put up a better show 
against leg-theory bowling. The net result, 
apparently, was a victory for the ‘‘ wets.’’ 
We wonder if sport ever will become inter- 
twined so closely with Irish life that Dail 
Eireann will devote ten minutes of its 
time to the effect of “ half-ones”’ on 
Kerry or “ Tipp.”’ 


Fire on the Mountain. 


We print to-day a letter from Colonel 
Charles D. Guinness, in reference to a fire 
which broke out on Tibradden Mountain on 
Sunday afternoon. The flames found a 
ready hold on the dry heather, and the 
situation quickly became serious. Spread- 
ing through the undergrowth, the fire 
destroyed a great many young: game birds 
that only just had been hatched, while the 
woodlands and the new plantation would 
have been burned up also but for the public 
spirit that was shown by some young 
men in the neighbourhood. They beat 
back the fire with sticks and other imple- 
ments, and finally managed to subdue it 
altogether. As a rule, there is little to say 
about heath fires, except that they are a 
legacy of the dry weather. Many a pleasant 
hill was stripped of its greenness last 
summer, and, no doubt, many more will 
suffer the same fate in the coming months. 
Very often. the public is to blame for these 
fires, and more than once a single match, 
thrown among the dry grass by some care- 
less tripper, has caused thousands of 
pounds worth of damage, Public folly is

CONFERENCE OR CRISIS? 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Behind a facade of artificially fed 
rosperity there are the clearest indications 
that Saorstat Mireann is drifting with alarm- 
ing rapidity towards an economic and social 
crisis, of the character and possibilities of 
which the most far-seeing citizens can make 
no estimate. 

Twelve years have elapsed since the Treaty 
threw grave and complicated responsibilities 
upon the shoulders of 3 hastily mobilised 
Provisional Government and a Constitution 
Committee ‘torn between the desive to observe 
Treaty obligations (as interpreted at West- 


minster) on the one hand, and to spike the 
guns if Mr. de Valera’s followers on the 
other. | Working under such conditions, a 


body of inexperienced men made a highly 
creditable effort to effect a working com- 
promise. . That the result was a certain 
measure of failure to envisage subsequent 
events can be no reflection on their collective 


on to design « ship for stormy and unex- 
plored politica’ seas . 

To-day we have the immeasurable advant- 
age of twelve years’ practical experience, 
during which many expedients have been tried 
(some with temporary success and some en- 
tirely delusive) to render the constitutional 
craft seaworthy. But now—with the 
threatened cois of the Senate—the vessel 
is threatened with actual shipwreck; and it 
has become evident to all that: some thorough- 
going process of reconstruction is necessary 
to avert disaster. 

That Mr. de Valera had some such project 
in mind is reasonably clear from some of his 
recent deliverances. A few academic ex- 
tremists apart (some fondly hugging the 
idea that the Treaty represents the last word 
in political compromise, ard others deter- 
mined that all its ‘conditions shall be 
scrapped), there is a general acceptance of 
the view that the path of peace and security 
can only be reached by way of a generous 
revision both ot Treaty provisions and of 
their constitutional consequences. That Mr. 
Cosgrave’s followers share such views is 
evident from several far-reaching amend- 
ments which were sponsored by the. late 
Government. Outstanding features of Fine 
(fael’s programmne—to put it mildly—are 
sufficient evidence that General O’Duffy and 
his colleagues are no sticklers for hidebound 
constitutionalism. Taking all such elements 
into account, the fact of overwhelming signi- 
ficance is that the Constitution so carefully 
framed twelve years ago has failed to meet 
the. political needs of to-day. For all practi- 
cal purposes it hae ceased to have real mean- 


ing or effect. 

et a Constitution of some kind 
we must have. The only uestions 
now of importance are: (1) What -is 
to be its basis? and (2) hy what 


means is it to be designed? Is it to rest 
on some agreed revision of the provisions of 
the Treaty? - Is it to be forged by a party 
Executive Council, and forced by a narrow 
mechanical majority of Dail Hireann upon 
strenuously opposing parties and upon the 
mass of bewildered citizens—and so inievit- 
ably become of party 
politicians? 

Surely not. Surely there is the imperative 
need, and some possibility, that mere party 
considerations—the amour propre of those 
‘“ drest in a little brief authority,” and the 
legitimate ambitions of their would-be suc- 
cessors—can be temporarily submerged in a 
joint effort to contrive some measure of con- 
stitutional compromise? Surely the failure to 
make such an effort to avert chaos would 
spell a tragic barrkruptcy of statesmanship—a 
shameful confession of political impotence. 

Face to face as we are with all the dangers 
of economic and social violence, it is surely 
the primary and bounden duty of the head 
of the Governmeng to issue a public invita- 
tion to accredited representatives of his party 
opponents, and to a few of his less vigorous 
critics in the Senate, to meet himself and 
his colleagues at the conventional round table 
in order that, together, they may explore 
constitutional © possibilities. That an open 
invitation would be accepted is hardly open 
to doubt. Refusal, or even the interposition 
of preliminary conditions, would be an act 
of political suicide. 

The effort, however earnestly made or 
diligently pursued, may, of course, fail. It 
would be idle, in the light of experience, to 
close our eyes to such a possibility. But 
certain things at least are sure. The mere 
summoning of such a conference would serve 
to steady and clarify public opinion. Con- 
versations in an effort to find common 
ground would go far to re-establish old 
contacts and to make new ones, And, above 
all else, such a body (without any essential 
sacrifice of its members’ views or allegiances) 
would provide a sorely-needed point of possible 
contact with the other party to the highly 
disputable “agreement ” of Mow wy 1921. 

Is Mr, de Valera big enough to take the 
necessary first step? It is because the writer 
believes so that he writes this letter.—

One of the most popular of the Birthday 
Honours is the Knighthood given to 
Captain Ian Fraser, the blind M.P, for 
North St. Pancras. Captain Fraser is 
the Chairman of St. Dunstan’s, and is 
constantly working for the welfare of the 
blind. At the same time, he is extremely 
conscientious in his parliamentary work, 
and is regularly present in the House of 
Commons. 

Many people in Dublin must have been 
interested to see that among those given 
honours for political services was Mr, 
H. R. Topping, who from 1905 to 1911 
was in Dublin as a Unionist agent for 
the Earl of Pembroke. Mr. Topping, who 
receives a Knighthood, is now General 
Director of the Unionist Party, and 
second in command to Lord Stonehaven. 
He was chiefly responsible for the 
organisation of the Conservative Party at 
the last general election. 


Trooping the Colour. 


Huge crowds lined the Mall and the 
Horse Guards’ Parade this morning, when 
the King took the salute at the “ Troop. 
ing the Colour’’ ceremony. The King, 
wearing the uniform of Colonel of the 
Scots Guards, was followed in the Royal 

rocession by the Prince of Wales, the 

uke of York, the Duke of Gloucester 
end several other Royal Princes, with the 
Military Attachés from the Foren 
Embassies. An enthusiastic reception was 
given to the King both on his way to the 
parade and on his return to Buckingham 
Palace, where he watched the troops march 
past after the ceremony.

Higher Tariffs Demanded. 

Many rank-and-file members of the 
Conservative Party in the House of 
Commons are anxious to secure higher 


tariffs, and during the week a deputation 


representing over three hundred members 
will wait on Mr. Baldwin and Mr, 
Chamberlain. It will point out that the 


manufactured imports into this “country 
during the first quarter of the year were 
25 per cent. more than in the correspond. 
ing period of last year, despite the tariffs, 
The deputation will be led by Mr. LL, 
Amery and Sir Henry Page Croft, who 
will call for a general raising of tariffs 
in order to protect British markets more 
effectively and to secure more employment 
for British workers. 


Aerial Development. 


Germany is keeping this week as “ Air 
Week,” and throughout the coun <y pro- 
paganda is being carried on in the most 
intense manner to encourage aviation as 
a sport and to promote the reconstruction 
of German power in the air. Germany is 
not alone in this movement, as in many 
countries efforts are being made to develop 
‘* air-mindedness ” among the population. 
Russian plans provide for no fewer than 
a million pilots within the next few vears, 
while France also is making an endeavont 
to increase the number of her pilots. In 
these conditions a more advanced air 
policy in this country becomes inevitable, 
and plans considered by Lord London- 
derry, the Air Minister,, have for their 
object a great development of civil flying. 
It is hoped to increase the number of 
light aeroplane clubs in this country, and 
probably it will be decided to give them 
greater financial support. 


The Conservative Machinery. 


The Earl of Iveagh, who has been elected 
President of the metropolitan area of the 
National Union of Conservative and 
Unionist Associations, will endeavour to 
strengthen the branches in those con- 
stituencies which are now held by (on- 
servatives by comparatively small majort- 
ties, or where the Labour element, is 
believed to have increased its strength. 
The loss of such seats as Fulham and 
Hammersmith was taken as a sign that 
Conservative machinery in the London 
district might be improved. It is intended 
to encourage a larger measure of co-opera- 
tion among the various organisations 1! 
the party. A weakness in many parts 0! 
the metropolitan area is the lack of an 
adequate number of voluntary workers, 
and this deficiency, it is hoped, will be 
made good before the next election. The 
exhaustive canvassing carried out by tlio 
Labour Party before an election is an 
example which probably will be followed 
more closely. 


Export Credits. 


A large increase in the value of exports 
to Empire countries, insured by the Export 
Credits Guarantee Department, has been 
noted of late. It is due, perhaps, to the 
fact that the department gives moro 
favourable terms on orders supplied to 
firms in the Empire owing to a reduction 
of risks implied. The exporters to the 
Empire can insure at about one-fifth oí 
the rates formerly charged if they place 
the insurance for the whole of their credit 
sales with the department. This develop- 
ment is in response to the greater volume 
of good business done. The new credit 
body has been associated in the public 
mind exclusively with credits for trade 
with Russia, but every effort is being 
made to extend non-Russian business, 
and now big orders from Sot.th Africa and 
South America are coming in fast. Indi1 
has not yet been given credit facilities, 
since commercial customs there do no!

Commission for the year ended 3lst 
December, 1933, has now been presented 
to Mr. Sean Lemass, Free State Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, and was 
‘circulated for publication yesterday even- 
ing.

O’Brien was appointed an ordinary mem- 
ber and Chairman for a period of six 
months. 

For the purpose of the investigation 
into the retail and wholesale prices charged

But as the non- 
aggression Treaty in the Balkans has just 
proved, it is precisely the ex-enemy country 
dissatisfied with its boundaries and its mili- 
tary inequality which may be expected to 
refuse to take part in a system almost 
necessarily based upon the territorial 
status quo, and the ingenious proposals 
of M. Litvinoff and Tewfik Rushdi Bev 
suggest that security is to be sought 
through a barely disguised system of 
alliances, based on armed strength, More- 
over, as Sir John Simon said on May 30, 
it would be an entirely new departure to 
transform a conference called for the 
purpose of disarmament into a conference 
for devising plans of security, on the basis 
that no disarmament at all was possible, 
and he reminded the General Commission 
that even in 1924, when the protocol was 
under discussion, no instrument of security 
was contemplated as coming into operation 
until an agreement for the reduction of 
armaments had been reached.

COUNCIL TO BE SET UP.

BELFAST, Monday Night. 

The text of the Northern Ireland Milk and 
Milk Products Bill was issued to-night. The 
measure, which comes up for secend reading 
in Parliament to-morrow, proposes the estab 
lishment of a Milk Council, to consist of 
three members appointed by tho Ministry, 
three representing the consumers, seven 
elected by holders of producers’ licences, and 
four elecied by the bai of distributors’ 
licences. Ji the Council is not unanimous 
upon any question the three members 
appointed by the Ministry shall decide the 
question. ‘The Ministry may appoint a secre- 
tary and other officers to the Council, and 
pay such remuneration to the members and 
officials of the Council as may he determined. 
The Council will regulate the sales and prices 
of milk, and will have power to prescribe 
terms and forms of contracts for the sale of 
such milk by producers to distributors, but 
the prices fixed by the Council for retailed 
milk shall not be effective without the 
Ba ohn of the Ministry.

HE text of the British Note to the 
United States on the subject of war 
debts, which was delivered at the State 
Department this afternoon, says :— 
“ His Majesty’s Government is faced 
with the choice of two alternatives— 
namely, to pay the full sum of 262,000,000 
dollars, or to suspend all interest payments 
pending a final revision of the settlement, 
which has been delayed by events beyond 
the control of the two Governments. 

“His Majesty’s Government deeply 
regret the circumstances which have forced 
them to take such a decision. His Majesty's 
Jovernment feel that they could not assume 
the responsibility for adopting a course 
which would revive the whole system of 
inter-Governmental war debt payments. 

“ As has already been pointed out, the 
resumption of full payments to the United 
States would necessitate a corresponding 
demand by His Majesty’s Government from 
their own war debtors, and would be a 
re-creation of the conditions which existed 
prior to the world crisis, and which were, 
to a large measure, responsible for it. 

‘Such a procedure would throw a 
bombshell into the European arena which

‘would have financial and economic reper- 


cussions over all five continents, and would 
postpone indefinitely the chances of world 
recovery.’ 


TO DEFER PAYMENT, 

Declaring a decision to defer payment 
‘until it becomes possible to discuss an 
ultimate settlement of inter-governmental 
War debts with a reasonable prospect of 
agreement,’ the Note says that the British 
Government does not intend to repudiate 
its obligations, and is prepared to enter 
into a discussion on the War debts ques- 
tion whenever President Roosevelt feels 
that such a conference would produce 
valuable results. | 

The Note points out that Great Britain 
made large loans to many other nations, 
and in paying the "Jnited States nearly 
half the latter’s original loan, Britain has 
already paid all it had received from other 
nations, as well as considerable sums from 
its own resources. 

Britain, because of the world crisis. had 
suspended all demands upon its debtors 
until the general revisior of inter-govern- 
mental debts can be effected in the interest 
of world recovery. 

Referring to Britain’s Budget surplus 
after fifteen years of unparalleled taxation, 
the Note says: “ It would be a gross act 
of social injustice to have denied this relief 
while suspending war debt payments.”’ 

The United States Government (Reuter 
adds) had asked for the payment on June 
15th next of the instalment of 75 million 
dollars then due, together with the balance 
left, outstanding by the two token pay- 
ments of last year, and an instalment in 
respect of the repayment of the Hoover 
Moratorium, making in all a total claim 
of 239 million dollars, or £49.000,000. 

In the event of the United States 
Government deciding to treat a token pay- 
ment as a default, the British Government 
will, it is confidently expected, make no 


payment at all. In such circumstances it 
would have to choose between technical de- 
fault and full payment. 


FINLAND PAYS. 


Finland, the only one of the European 
debtors of the United States which has 
kept up full payment of its War debt in- 
stalments, has notified the United States 
Government that on June 15th it will 
make full payment of the instalment then 
due of 166,538 dollars (£33,000). 

No official announcement of the attitude 
of the French Government towards the 
renewed requests of the United States for 
payment of the War debt instalment is 
likely to be made for some days, but it 
may be taken as certain that there will be 
no change, says The Times Paris Corre- 
spondent.

SEQUEL TO MANX 
ACCIDENT. 


INQUEST ON RACE 
MECHANIC.

M* KAYE DON, the famous racing 


motorist, was committed for trial on 
a charge of manslaughter at .he con- 
clusion of the inquest at Douglas yester- 
day on Francis Tayler, his passenger, who 
was fatally injured during a practice run 
in the Isle «f Man a week ago. 

Mr. Don was allowed ba1l. 

Tayler, who was 27 years of age, lived 
in atidgefield road, Cowley, Oxford. He 
was a well-known. racing mechanic, and 
was with Norman Black when he won 
the Irish Grand Prix and Ulster T.T. 
in 1901. He was in a car with Mr. Don 
when they were involved in a collision 
with a hackney carriage driven by Mr. 
William Ralph Cain, of Laxey, whe had 
two »assengers. 

fhe racing car struck the hedge on the 
right side of the read and turned round. 
Tayler was throws out. Mr. Don was 
injured and was taken to hospital. Me 
was brought from the hospital to the court 
yesterday, beimg wheeled into the room in 
a bath chair. 

The occupants of the other car were un- 
hurt. 

Mr. Don had intended to drive his 
car in the Mannin Beg Race, which took 
place last Wednesday. 


THE ACCIDENT. 


Mr. Arthur Kissack, an advocate’s 
clerk, of Laxey, who was in Mr. Cain’s 
car, said the racing car rounded the bend 
‘as if driven by a madman.” 

Sergeant Speedie said the racing car, 
which was in third gear, had no lights 
and no number plates. Mr. Kaye Don 
was unconscious, and Tayler was in a 
sitting position against the hedge. 

After Mr. Cain, the driver of the other 
car, had given evidence, Hugh Patrick 
McConne!!l, Consultative Automobile En- 
gineer, of Piccadilly, London, said he had 
no doubt whatever that the steering and 
the braking of the racing car were in 
perfect order before the accident. 

Mr. Kaye Don, with his head heavily 
bandaged, was wrapped in blankets and 
rugs and propped up with pillows. He 
give his address as Weybridge, Surrey. 

He said he had not been quite satisfied 
with the steering of his car, and instructed 
Tayler to overhanl it. When it was 
finished they went out together. He 
anticipated no difficulty in passing the 
other car, but, when turning, the steering 
whecl failed to respond, and the collision 


occurred.. He estimated. his speed at! 
about 50 miles an hour. 

The Coroner (Mr. W. Lay)—Your ex- 
planation of the car not responding, Is 


that vou had tested the brakes very 


severely just before, and the front brakes: 


went on before the back ones?—That is 
so. I had complained about the brakes. 
Mr. P. Cowley (for the widow and M.G. 


Company)—Would you suggest you were, 
entitled to go round a main road bend at} 
sixty miles per hour, having regard to 


other users of the road?—I would not 
call it a dangerous speed. 

Even though you had no lights and it 
was nearly lighting-up time 7— No. 


Mr. Don added that about 150 yards 


before the accident he tried his brakes | 
and locked his front wheels. “I might | 


have damaged the steering then, but as 
the road was straight I did not find out 
until J reached the bend,” he said. 

Immediately he had finished his 
evidence, which*took over an hour, Mr. 
KXKave Don was taken back to hospital. 

The jury announced that by a majority 
verdict of seven to four they had decided 
that ‘“‘ death was due to the culpable 
negligent driving of Mr. Kaye Don.” 

The Coroner then formally committed 
Mr. Kaye Don to take his trial on a 
charge of manslaughter at the Manx 
Assizes. Bail was allowed in a personal 
surety of £500, one other surety of £500. 
or two others of £250 each. .
